A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

Applicant's submission filed on 
August 10, 2010 has been entered.

Reasons for Allowance 

The claimed invention of "a method for treatment of a Parkinson's plus syndrome 
in a patient, comprising administering to the patient a compound selected from the 
group consisting of rotigotine, a physiologically acceptable salt of rotigotine, and a 
rotigotine prodrug, wherein the compound is administered to provide a rotigotine dosage 
of 0.05 mg to approximately 50 mg per day" is novel and non-obvious. The reasons for 
allowance were made of record in the previous Examiner's amendment, mail date May 
11, 2010. The references in the IDS submitted August 10, 2010 have been considered. 
None of the references were found to be considered as prior art against the instant 
application. Therefore, the claimed invention is rendered neither anticipated nor 
obvious. 

Conclusion 

Claims 8-13, 15-24, and 32-46 are allowed.
